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1. ‘She Korean Labor Party was formed by a merger of the North Korean Labor 
Party (NKLP) and the South Korean Labor Party (SKLP) early in July 1956. 


2. Former members of the Seoul branch of the SKLP were not riven immortant 
; positions in the Seoul branch of the new party and in the Seoul city 
goverrment for the following reasons: 


a. In the opinion o2 the Kerean Labor Party leaders in Pyongyang, SKLP 
members in Seoul were not successful in carrying on pro-Cormuni.st 
setivities orior to the invasion of Sonth Korea. 


0. The SKLP neithnes prevented nor avengea une arrest alu execution of 
YI Chu-ha and Kit Sam-yong, important SKLP leaders in Seoul. 


3. Asa result of what they considered to be bad treatmert received fron 
North sorean officials during the occupation of Seoul, many members of 
the Seoul branch of the SKLP attempted to join forces with unidentified 
anti-Communist elenerts in Seoul to form an opposition party under the 
leadership of KTM Kyu-sik.#+ In late August, KILI Kyu-sik was arrested 
and was sent north in mid-se tember,
